AGREEABLY to the Conftitution of the United States, eight 
members of the Senate, and eighteen of tlie Houfe of Reprefenia- 
tives, have attended here lince the /jth of Aiaich. It being of the 
iitmoft importance that a quorum luiiicient to proceed to bulmefs be 
aflemblcd as foon as poflible, it is the opinion of the gentlemen of 
both Houfes, that information of their fituation be immediately 
communicated to the abfent members. 

We apprehend that no arguments are neceflary to evince to you 
the indilpenfable neceflity oi putting the Government into immedi- 
ate operation ; and therefore earneltly requelt, that you will be fo 
obliging as to attend as foon as poffible.

the Houfe to appoint one or more of their members for the like 
purpofe-- — Who reported, that he had delivered the meffage. 

Mr. Boudinot, from the Houfe of Reprefentatiyes, communicated 
the following verbal mdfage to the Senate : — 

" Mr. President, 

" I AM direfted by the Houfe of Reprefentatives to inform the 
Senate, that the Houfe is ready forthwith to meet the Senate, to at- 
tend the opening and counting the votes of the Elefiors for Prefi- 
dent and vice Prefident of the United States." — And he withdrew. 

Ordered, That Mr. Paterfon be a feller on the part of the 
Senate. 

The Speaker and the Houfe of Reprefentatives attended in the Se- 
nate Chamber, for the purpofe expreHed in the melFage delivered by 
M^' EJlfworth — And after fomc time with^re^v^. 
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The Senate then proceeded by ballot to the choice of a Prelident 
of their body pro tempore. 

JOHN LANGDON, Efq. was duly ekaed. 

The Prefident eleded for the purpofe of counting the votes, de- 
clared to the Senate, that the Senate and Houfe ofReprefentatives 
had met, and that he, in their prefence, had opened and counted the 
votes of the EIe6lors for Prefident and Vice Prefident of the United

The appoint- 
ment of Mr. Skaats to the care of the public Hall would oe very 
agreeable to the Senate ; but in their idea fuch appointment mull 
depend upon a legiflative aft for creating the office, and then the 
omcer to nil it will come conftitutionally from the nomination of 
the Prefident of the United States, with tne approbation of Senate. 
In the mean time the Senate have no objeftion to the Mayor and 
Aldermen appointing fuch perfon to the care of the Hall as they 
deem worthy of fuch truft.

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Committees (hall, at a convenient time to be agreed on by their 
Chairman, meet in the conference Chamber and Itate to each other, 
verbally or in writing, as either (hall choofe, the reafons of their 
Tefpeftive Houfes,for and againft the amendment, and confer freely 
thereon. 

The Committee above mentioned further reported, 

" That two Chaplains of different denominations be appointed to 
Congrefs, for the prefent feffion, the Senate to appoint one, and 
give notice thereof to the Houfe of Reprefentatives, who (hall there- 
upon appoint the other, which Chaplains fhall commence their fer- 
vices in the Houfes that appoint them, but fhall interchange weekly," 

Which was alfo accepted. 

The Committee to whom it was referred to confidcr of and report 
refpefting the ceremonial of receiving the Prefident, and the ar- 
rangements neceffary for the reception of the Vice Prefident, agreed 
to the following Report, viz. 

" That Mr. Ofgood, the proprietor of the houfe lately occupied 
by the Prefident of Congrefs, be reguefted to put the fame, ana the 
furniture thereof, in proper condition for the refidence and ufe of 
the Prefident of the United States, and otherwife, at the expenfe 
•of the United States, to provide for his temporary accommodation. 

" That it will be more eligible in the firft inflance, that a Com- 
mittee of three members from the Senate, and five members from 
the Houfe of Reprefentatives, to be appointed by the two Houfes 
refpeftively, attetid to receive the Prelident, at fuch place as he 
fhall embark from New-Jerfey for this <:ity, and condu6t him with- 
out form, to the Houfe lately occupied by the Prefident of Congrefs ; 
and that at fuch time thereafter as the Prefident fhall fignify, it will 
be moft convenient for him,hebe formally received by both Houfes. 

" That a Committee of two members from the Senate, and three 
members from the Houfe of Reprefentatives, to be appointed by the 
Houfes refpeftively,waitonthe Vice Prefident of the United States, 
as foon as he fhall come to this city, and in the name of the Congrefs 
^f the United States, congratulate him on his arrival/* 

Which report was read and accepted. 

The Senate proceeded to the confideration of the Report of the 
Committee upon rules for conducing bufinefs in the Senate, and 
after fome progrefs,adjourned to 1 1 o'clock to-morrow morning.

The Report of the Committee appointed to determine upon 
rules for condufting bufmefs in the Senate, was agreed to. Where- 
upon, ^ 

Resolved, That the following RULES, from No. I, to XIX, 
inclufive, be obferved. 

m. 

The Prefident having taken the Chair and a quorum being prefent 
the Journal of the preceding day (hall be read, to the end that any 
miftake may be correfted that fhall have been made in the entries^ 

lid. 

No member fhall fpeak to another, or otherwife interrupt the 
bufmefs of the Senate, or read any printed paper while the Jour- 
nals or public papers are reading, or when any member is fpeak- 
ing; in any debate. 

Every member when he fpeaks fhall addrefs the Chair Hand- 
ing in his place, and when he has finifhed fhall fit down* 

IVth. 
No member fhall fpeak more than twice in any one debate on 
the fame day, without leave of the Senate. 

Vth. 
When two members rife at the fame time, the Prefident fh»Il 
name the perfon to fpeak ; but in all cafes the member firfl rifmg 
fhall fpeak firfl. 

Vlth. 
No motion fhall be debated until the fame fhall be feconded. 

Vllth. 
When a motion fhall be made and feconded, it fhall be reduced 
to writing, if defired by the Prefident, or any member, delivered 
in at the table, and read by the Prefident betore the fame fhall be 
debated. 

Vlllth. 
While a queflion is before the Senate, no motion fhall be received 
unlefs for an amendment, for the previous queflion, or for poll- 
poning the main queflion, or to commit it, or to adjourn. 

IXth. 
The previous queflion being moved and feconded, the queflion 
from the Chair Ihall be — " Shall the main queflion be now put ?" — 
And if the nays prevail, the main queflion fhall not then be put. 

Xth. 
If a queflion in debate contain feveral points, any member may 
have the lame divided. 

Xlth. 
When the yeas and nays fhall be called for by one fifth of the 
members prefent, each member called upon fhall, unlefs for fpe^ 
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cial reafons he be excufed by the Senate, declare openly and 
without debate, his affent or diflent to the queftion — In taking the 
yeas and nays, and upon the call of the Houfe, the names of the 
members (hall be taken alphabetically. 

Xllth. 
One day's notice at leaft fhall be given of an intended motion for 
leave to bring in a bill. 

Xlllth. ; 

£very till fliall receive three readings previous to its being 
paffed ; and the Prefident (hall give notice at each, whether it be 
the ftrft, fecond, or third ; which readings fhall be on three different 
days, unlefs the Senate unanimoufly direft otherwife. 

XlVth. 
No bill fhall be committed or amended until it fhall have been 
twice read, after which it may be referred to a Committee, 

XVth. 
All Committees fhall be appointed by ballot, and a plurality 
of votes fhall make a choice. 

XVIth. 
When a member fhall be called to order, he fhall fit down until 
the Prefident fhall have determined whether he is in order or not ; 
and every queflion of order fhall be decided by the Prefident with- 
out debate : but if there be a doubt in his mindf, he may call for the 
fenfe of the Senate. 

XVIIth. 
If a member be called to order for words fpoken, the excepti- 
onable words fhall be immediately taken down in writing, that the 
Prefident may be better enabled to judge of the matter. 

XVIIIth. 
When a blank is to be filled, and different fums fhall be pro- 
pofed, the queftion fliall be taken on the higheft fuin firft.

I HAVE it in charge from the Senate, to introduce you to the 
Chair of this Houfe ; and alfo to congratulate you on your appoint- 
ment to the Office of Vice Prefident of the United States ot Ame- 
rica. 

After which Mr. Langdon condufted the Vice Prefident to the 
Chair, when the Vice Prefident addrefled the Senate as follows : 

Gentlemen or the Senate, 
INVITED to this refpeftable fituation by the fuffrages of our 
fellow-citizens, according to the Conftitution, I have thought it my 
duty cheerfully and readily to accept it. Unaccuftomed to refute 
any public fervice, however dangerous to my reputation, or difpro- 
portioned to my talents, it would have been inconiiftent to have adopt- 
ed another maxim ofconduft,at this time,when the profperity of the 
country, and the liberties of the people, require perhaps, as much 
as ever, the attention of thofe who poflefs any fliare of the public 
ODnfidcnce. 
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I fliould be deftitute of fenfibility, if, upon my arrival in this city^ 
and prefentation to this Legiflature, and efpecially to this Senate, 
I could fee, without emotion, fo many of thofe chara6^ers, of whofe 
virtuous exertions I have fo often been a witnefs — from whofe coun- 
tenances and examples I have ever derived encouragement and ani- 
mation — ^whofe dinnterefted friendfhip has fupported me, in many 
intricate conjunftures of public affairs, at home and abroad : — Thole 
celebrated defenders of the liberties of this country, whom menaces 
could not intimidate, corruption feduce, nor flattery allure : Thofe 
intripid affertors of the rights of mankind, whofe philofophy and 
policy, have enlightened the world, in twenty years, more than it 
was ever before enlightened in many centuries, by ancient fchools, 
or modern univerfities. 

I muft have been inattentive to the courfe of events, if I were 
either ignorant of the fame, or infenfible to the merit of thofe other 
charafters in the Senate, to whom it has been my misfortune to have 
been, hitherto, perfonally unknown. 

It is with fatisfaftion, that I congratulate the people of America on 
the formation of a national Conftitution, and the fair profpeft of a 
confiftent adminiftration of a government of laws. On the acquifiti- 
on of an Houfe of Reprefentatives, chofen by themfelves ; of a Senate 
thuscompofedby their own State Legiflatures ; and on the profoeft 
of an executive authority,in the hands of one whofe portraitllhallnot 
perfume to draw — Were 1 bleffed with powers to do juftice to his 
charafter, it would be impoffible to increafe the confidence or affec- 
tion of his country, or malce the fmalleft addition to his glory. This 
can only be effefted by a difcharge of the prefent exalted truft on the 
fame principles, with the fame abilities and virtues, which have \ 
uniformly appeared in all his former conduft, public or private. \ 
May I neverthelefs, be indulged to enquire, if we look over the \ 

catalogue of the firft magiftrates of nations, whether they have been 
denominated Prefidents or Confuls, Kings or Princes, where (hall we V 

find one, whofe commanding talents and virtues, whofe over-ruling 
good fortune have fo completely united all hearts and voices in his 
favor ? who enjoyed the efteem and admiration of foreign nations 
and fellow-citizens with equal unanimity? Qualities fo uncommon, 
are no common bleflings to the country that poffeffes them. By 
thofe great qualities, and their benign effefts, has Providence mark- 
ed out the head of this nation, with an hand fo diftinftly vifible, as 
to have been feen by all men, and miftaken by none. 

It is not for me to interrupt your deliberations by any general ob- 
fervations on the ftate of the nation, or by recommending, or pro- 
pofing any particular meafures. It woula be fuperfluous, to gen- 
tlemen of your great experience, to urge the neceffity of order. — 
It is only necefiary to make an apology for myfelf. Not wholly 
without experience in public affemolies, I have been more accul- 
tomed to take a fhare in their debates, than to prefide in their deli- 
berations. It {hall be my conflant endeavor to behave towards every 
member of this most honorable body with all that confi deration,

delicacy, and decorum which becomes the dignity of his ftation and 
charafter : But, if from inexperience, or inadvertency, any thing 
fliould ever efcape me, inconfiftent with propriety, I muft entreat you, 
by imputing it to its true caufe, and not.tp any want of refpe6l, to 
pardon and excufe it. 

A truft of the greateft magnitude is -committed to this Legifla- 
ture — and the eyes of the world are upon you. Your country ex- 
pefts, from the refults of your deliberations, in concurrence with 
the other branches of government, confideration abroad, and con- 
tentment at home — ^profperity, order, juflice, peace, and liberty : — 
And may God Almighty's providence affift you to anfwer their juft 
expeftations.

The Senate affembled, 
Prefent as yefterday. 

The Report of the Committee on the mode of communication 
between the Senate and Houfe of Reprefentatives, was taken up, and 
after debate poflponed. 

Mr. Lee, in behalf of the Committee appointed to take order 
for conducing the ceremonial of the formal reception, &c. of 
the Prelident of the United States, having informed the Senate, 
that the fame was adjufted; the Houfe of Reprefentatives were 
notified, that the Senate were ready to receive them in the Senate 
Chamber, to attend the Prefident of the United States while tak- 
ing the oath required by the Conftitution. Whereupon, the 

Houfe of Reprefentatives, preceded by their Speaker, came into 
the Senate Chamber, and took the feats alfigned them ; and the 
joint Committee, pieceded by their Chairman, agreeably to order, 
introduced the President 01 the United States to the Senate 
Chamber, where he was received by the Vice President, who 
conducled him to the Chair ; when the Vice President inform- 
ed him, that '' The Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States v;crc ready to attend him to take the oath 
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required by the Conflitution, and that it would be adminiftered by 
the Chancellor of the State of New- York." — To which the Presi- 
dent replied, he was ready to proceed: — And being at- 
tended to the gallery in front of the Senate Chamber, by the vice 
Prefident and Senators, the Speaker and Reprefentatives, and the 
other public charafters prefent, the oath was adminiftered. — ^After 
which the Chancellor proclaimed, " LONG LIVE GEORGE 
WASHINGTON, PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES." 
The President having returned to his feat, after a ftiort paufc, 
arofe and addreffed the Senate and Houfe of Reprefentatives as 
follows :— 7 

Fellow-Citizens of the Senate and 

of the House of Representatives : 

AMONG the viciftitudcs incident to life, no event could have 
filled me with greater anxieties than that of which the notification 
was tranfmitted by your order, and received on the 14th day of the 
prefent month. — On the one hand, I was fummoned by my country, 
whofe voice I can never hear but with veneration and love, from a 
retreat which I had chofen with the fondeflpredileftion, and, in my 
flattering hopes, with an immutable decifion, as the afylum of my 
declining years: A retreat which was rendered every day more 
neceffary as well as more dear to me, by the addition of nabit to 
inclination, and of frequent interruptions in my health to the gra- 
dual wafte committed on it by time. — On the other hand, the mag- 
nitude and difficulty of the truft to which the voice of my country 
called me, being fufficient to awaken in the wifeft and moft expe- 
rienced of her citizens, a diftrullful fcrutiny into his (jualifications, 
could not but overwhelm with defpondence, one, who, inheriting in- 
ferior endowments from nature and unprafticed in the duties of civil 
adminillration, ought to be peculiarly confcious of his own defi- 
ciencies. — In this confli6l of emotions, all I dare aver, is, that it has 
been my faithful ftudy to collect my duty from a juft appreciation 
of every circumftance, by which it might be effetled. — All I dare 
hope, is, that, if in executing this talk, I have been too much fway- 
ed by a grateful remembrance of former inftances, or by an affec- 
tionate lenfibility to this tranfccndant proof, of the confidence of 
my fellow-citizens ; and have thence too little confulted my inca- 
pacity as well as difinclination for the weighty and untried cares 
Defore me ; my error will be palliated by the motives which mifled 
me, and its confequences be judged by my country, with fome fhare 
of the partiality in which they originated. 

Such being the imprefiions under which I have, in obedience to 
the public fummons, repaired to the prefent llation ; it would be 
peculiarly improper to omit in this firfl official art, my fervent fup- 
plications to tnat Almighty being who rules over the univerfe, — who 
prefides in the Councils of nations, — and whofe providential aids can 
lupply every human defeft, that his benedi61ion may confecrate to 
the liberties and happinefs of the people of the United States, a 
government inflituted by themfelvcs for thefe ellential purpofcs : 
and may enable every inllrument eir.ploycd in its adn^iiniftration, to 
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execute with fucccfs. the funftions allotted to liis charge. — ^In tender- 
ing this homage to the Great Author of every public and private 
good, I affure myfelf that it expreffes your fentiments not lefs than 
my own ; — nor thofe of my fellow-citizens at large, lefs than either. — 
No people can be bound to acknowledge and adore the invifible 
hand, which conduSs the affairs of men, more than the people of 
the United States- — Every ilep, by which they have advanced to 
the charafter of an independent nation, feems to have been diftin- 
gui(hed by fome token of providential agency — and in the import- 
ant revolution jufl accompliflied in the lyftem of their united gov- 
ernment, the tranquil deliberations and voluntary confent of fo 
many diftincl communities, from which the event has refulted, can- 
not be compared with the means by which moft governments have 
been eftablifhed, without fome return of pious gratitude along with 
an humble anticipation of the future blelfings which the pail feem 
to prefage. — Thefe refleftions, arifing out of the prefent crifis, have 
forced themfelves too ftrongly on my mind to be fuppreffed. — You 
will join with me I truft in thinking, that there are none under the 
influence of which, the proceedings of a new and free government 
can more aufpicioufly commence. 

By the article eftablifhing the executive department,it is made the 
duty of the Prefident " To recommend to your confideration, fuch 
meafures as he (hall judge neceffary and expedient." — The circum- 
ftances under which I now meet you, will acquit me from entering 
into that fubjeft, farther than to refer to the great conftitutional 
Charter under which you are affembled ; and which, in defining 
your powers, defignates the obje6ls to which your attention is to be 
given. — It will be more confiftent with thofe circumftances, and far 
more congenial with the feelings which aftuate me, to fubftitute, in 
place of a recommendation ofparticular meafures, the tribute that 
is due to the talents, the reftitude, and the patriotifm which adorn 
the charafters felefted to devife and adopt tnem. — In thefe honora- 
ble qualifications, I behold the fureft pledges, that as on one fide, no 
local prejudices, or attachments; no feparate views, nor party ani- 
mofities, will mifdireft the comprehenfive and equal eye which 
ought to watch over this great anemblage of communities and in- 
terefts : fo, on another, that the foundations of our national policy 
will be laid in the pure and immutable principles of private morali- 
ty ; and the pre-eminence of free government, be exemplified, by all 
tne attributes which can win the affeftions of its citizens, and com- 
mand the refpeft of the world. — ^I dwell on this profpeft with every 
fatisfaftion which an ardent love for my country can infpire: fince 
there is no truth more thoroughly eftablifhed, than that there exifts in 
the ceconomy and courfe of nature, an iridiffoluHe union between vir- 
tue and happinefs, — ^between duty and advantage, — between the genu- 
ine maxims of an honeft and magnanimous policy, and the folid re- 
wards of pubUc profperity and felicity: — fince we ought to be no lefs 
perfuadea that the propitious fmiles of Heaven, can never be ex- 
pefted on a nation that difregards the eternal rules of order and 
right, wliichHeaven itfelf has ordained : — and fince theprefervation 
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of the facred fire of liberty, and the defliny of the republican model 
of government, are juftlyconfidered as deeply, perhaps as finally 
flaked, on the experiment entrulled to the hands of the American 
people. 

Behdes the ordinary objefts fubmitted to your care, it will re- 
main with your judgment to decide, bow far an exercife of the oc- 
cafional powder delegated by the fifth article of the conftitution is 
rendered expedient at the prefent jundure by the nature of objec- 
tions wJiich nave been urged againlt the fyftem, or by the degree 
of inquietude which has given birth to them. — Inftead of undertak- 
ing particular recommenaations on this fubjeft, in which I could be 
guided by no lights derived from official opportunities, I fhall again 
give way to my entire confidence in your dilcemment and purfuit of 
the public good : — fori allure myfelf that whilftyou carefilly avoid 
every alteration which might endanger the benefits of an united and 
effective government, or which ought to await the future lefibns of 
experience ; a reverence for the charafteriflic rights of freemen, 
and a regard for the public harmony, will fufficiently influence your 
deliberations on the queflion how far the former can be more im- 
pregnably fortified, or the latter be fafdy and advantageoufly pro- 
moted. 

To the preceding obfervations I have one to add, which will be 
moft properly addrefTed to the Houfe of Reprefentatives. — ^^It con- 
cerns mylelf, and will therefore be as brief as pofFible. — When I was 
firft honored with a call into the fervice of my country, then on the 
eve of an arduous flruggle for its liberties, the light in which I con- 
templated my duty required that I fhould renounce every pecuniary 
compenfation. — From this refolution I have in no inflance depart- 
ed. — And being flill under the imjpreflTions which produced it, I mufl 
decline, as inapplicable to myfelf, any fhare in the perfonal emolu- 
ments, which may be indifpenfaWy included in a permanent provi- 
fion for the executive department; and mufl accordingly pray that 
the pecuniary eftimates for the ftation in which I am placed, may, 
during my continuance in it, be limited to fuch aftual expenditures 
as the public good may be thought to require. 

Havinff thus imparted to you my fentiments, as they have been 
awakened by the occafion which brings us together, — I (hall take my 
prefent leave ; but not without reforting once more to the benign 
Parent of the human race, in humble fupplication that fince he "has 
been pleafed to favor the American people, with opportunities for 
deliberating in perfeft tranquillity, and difpofitions for deciding 
with unparalleled unanimity on a form of government, for the fe- 
curity of their union, and the advancement of their happinefs ; fo 
his divine blelfing may be equally conspicuous in the enlarged 
views, — the temperate confultations,— and the wife meafures on 
which the fuccefs of this government mufl depend.

The Committee appointed to prepare an anfwer to the Prefidents 
Speech, delivered to tnc Senate and Houfe of Reprefentatives of the 
United States, reported as follows — 
Sir, 

WE, the Senate of the United States, return you our lincerc 
thanks for your excellent fpeech delivered to both Houfes of Con- 
grefs; congratulate you on the complete organisation of the fede- 
ral government, and felicitate ourfelves and our fellow citizens on 
vour elevation to the office of Prefident; an office highly important 
Dv the powers conflitutionally annexed to it, and extremely honor- 
aole from the manner in which the appointment is made. The 
unanimous fufFrage of the eleQive body in your favor is peculiarly 
expreffive of the gratitude, confidence and affeftion of the citizens 
of America, and is the higheft teftimonial at once of your merit 
and their efteem. We are fenfible. Sir, that nothing but the voice 
ef your fellow citizens could have called you from a retreat, chofen 
with the fondeft predileftion, endeared by habit, and -confecrated 
to the repofe of declining years. We rejoice, and with us all Ame- 
rica, that, in obedience to the call of our common country, you 
have returned once more to public life. In you all parties confide^ 
in you all interefts unite; and we have no doubt that your paft 
fervices, great as they have been, will be equalled by your future 
exertions ; and that your prudence and fagacity as a ftatefman will 
tend to avert the dangers to which we were expofed, to give {labi- 
lity to the prefent government, and dignity and fplendor to that 
country, which your (kill and valor as a foldier, fo eminently con- 
tributed to raife to independence and empire. 

When we contemplate the coincidence of circumftancesy and won- 
derful combination of caufes, which gradually prepared the people 
of this country for independence ; when we contemplate the rife, 
progrefs and termination of the late war, which gave them a name 
among the nations of the earth, we are, with you, unavoidably led 
to acknowledge and adore the great arbiter of tne univerfe, by whom 
-empires rifeand fall. A review of the many fignal inflanccs of di- 
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vine interpofiiion in favor of tliis country claims our mofl pious 
gratitude : — and permit, us, Sir, to obferve, that among the great 
events, which have led to the formation and ellabhiliment of a fe- 
deral government, we elleem your acceptance of the olhce of Pre- 
fident as one of the moft propitious and important. 

In the execution of the trult repofed in us, we fliall endeavor to 
purfue that enlarged and liberal policy, to which your fpeech fo 
nappily directs. We are confcious, that the profperity of each 
State IS infeparably connected with the w^elfare of all, and that in 
promoting the latter, we (hall effedu ally advance the former. In 
full perfuafion of this truth, it (hall be our invariable aim to divert 
ourfelves of local prejudices and attachments, and to view the great 
affemblage of communities and interefts committed to our charge 
with an equal eye. We feel. Sir, the force, and acknowledge the 
juftncfs or the obfervation, that the foundation of our national poli- 
cy (houldbe laid in private morality; if individuals be not influenc- 
ed by moral principles, it is in vain to look for public virtue ; it is, there- 
fore, the duty of Legiilators to enforce, both by precept and exam- 
ple, the utility as well as the necelfity of a flri6t adherence to the 
rules of diftributivejuftice. We beg you to be affured, that the Senate 
v/ill, at all times, cheerfully co-operate in every meafure, which may 
ftrengthen the union, conduce to the happinels, or fecure and per- 
petuate the liberties of this great confederated republic. 

We commend you, Sir, to the protection of Almighty God, ear- 
neftly befeeching him long to preferve a life fo valuable and dear to 
the people of the United States, and that your adminiftration may 
be profperous to the nation and glorious to yourfelf. 

In Senate, May i6th, 1789. 
Read and accepted, and ordered that the Vice Prefident (hould 
affix his fignature to the addrefs in behalf of the Senate. 

Mr. Beckley, the Clerk of the Houfe of Reprefentatives, deliver- 
ed a meffage, purporting, " That the Houfe had concurred with the 
Senate in the amendments propofed on a Bill, entitled " An aft to 
regulate the time and manner of adminiftering certain oaths" — and 
*^ That the Houfe propofed an amendment, to the third amend- 
ment, by inferting after the word " Legiflatures in the firfl place," 
the words " At the next fefFion of the faid Legiflatures refpec- 
tively :" 

He alfo brougiit to the Senate a refolve of the Houfe of Repre* 
fentatives, appointing Mr. Bland, 

Mr. Trumbull and 

Mr. Vining a Committee on the part 
of the Houfe, to confer with any Committee to be appointea on 
the part of the Senate, and report " Joint rules to be eftablifhed 
beiween the two Houfes, for the enrollment, &c. of the a6ls of 
Congrefs, and to confer on the mode of prefenting addrelfes, bills, 
&c. to the Prehdent." — ^And he withdrew. 

The Senate agreed to the amendment propofed by the Houfe of 
Reprefentatives to the amendment to the afore-mentioned Bill — 
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And appointed Mr. Lan^don, 

Mr. Reaa, and 

Mr. Henry, a Committee on their part, 
for the purpofe exprefled in the refolve of the Houfe of Reprcfen- 
tatives received this day ; which, together with the concurrence of 
the Senate to the amendment on the amendment to the bill above- 
mentioned, was carried to the Houfe by the Secretary. 
Adjourned to 1 1 o'clock to-morrow morning.

powerful tribes of Indians within the limits of the Union, and the 
nofl:ilities which have in feveral inftances been committed on the 
frontiers feem to require the immediate interpofition of the general 
Government 

" I have, therefore, direfted the (everal ftatements and papers 
which have been fubmitted to me on this fubjecl, by General Knox, 
to be laid before you for your information. 

'' While the meafures of Government ought to be calculated to 
proteft its citizens from all injury and violence, a due regard fhould 
be extended to thofe Indian Trioes, whofe happinefs, in the courfe 
of events fo materially depends on the national juftice and huma- 
nity of theUnited States. 

" If it fhould be the judgment of Congrefs that it would be mofl: 
expedient to terminate all differences in the fouthern diflrift, and to 
lay the foundation for future confidence by an amicable Treaty with 

Z 
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the Indian Tribes in that quarter, I think proper to fuggeft the con- 
fideration of the expediency of inftituting a temporary commiffion 
for that purpofe, to confift of three perfons, whofe authority fhould 
expire with the occafion. How far fuch a meafure, unaflifted by 
polls, would be competent to the eUabliOiment and prefervation of 
peace and tranquility on the frontiers, is alfo a matter which me- 
rits your ferious conlideration. 

" Along with this object I am induced to fuggeft another, with 
the national importance and nccelFity of which 1 am deeply impref- 
fed ; I mean, fomc uniform and effedive fyftem for the militia of 
the United States. It is unnecefTary to oii'er arguments in recom- 
mendation of a meafure, on which the honor, fatety and well being 
of our country fo evidently and fo eflentially depend : — But it may 
not be amifs to obferve, that I am particularly anxious it ftiould 
receive as early attention as circumftances w^ill admit; becaufe it is 
now in our power to avail ourfelves of the military knowledge dif- 
feminated tnroughout the I'everal States by means of the many 
well inftrufted officers and foldiers of the late army; a refource 
which is daily diminifhing by death and other caufes. To fuffer 
this peculiar advantage to pafs aw'ay unimproved, would be to 
negleft an opportunity which will never again occur, unlefs, un- 
fortunately, we fliould again be involved in a long and arduous war.

of the original Conftituiion. 

*^ A R T I C L E THE FIRST. 

" After the firft enumeration, required by the firft Article of the 
Conftitution, there (hall be one Reprefentative for ever thirty thou- 
fand, until the number fhall amount to one hundred, after which 
the proportion Ihall be fo regulated by Congrefs, that there (hall 
be not lefs than one hundred Reprefentati ves, nor lefs than one Re- 
prefentative for every forty thoufarui perfons, until the number of 
Keprefentatives fhall amount to two hundred, after which the pro- 
portion fhall be fo regulated by Congrefs, that there fhall not be lefs 
than two hundred Reprefentatives, nor lefs than one Reprefentative 
for every fifty thoufand perfons. 

^ARTICLE THE SECOND.

^'ARTICLE THE SIXTH. 

" No foldier fhall, in time of peace, be quartered in any houfc 
without the confent of the owner, nor in time of war, but ijia man- 
ner to be prefcribed by law. 

'* A R T I C I. E THE S E V E N T H. 

" The right of the people to be fccure in their perfons, houfes, 
papers andeffeds, agamfl unreafonable fearches and feizures, fhall 
not be violated, and no warrants fhall ilfue, but upon probable caufe, 
fuppdrted by oath pr affirmation, and particularly defcribing the* 
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place to be fearched, and the perfons or things to be feized. 

"ARTICLE THE EIGHTH. 

" No perfon fhall be fubjeft, except in cafe of impeachment, to 
more than one trial, or one punifhment for the fame offence, nor 
fhall be compelled in any criminal cafe, to be a witnefs againft him- 
felf, nor be deprived of life, liberty or property, without due pro- 
cefs of law ; nor fhall private property be taken for public ufe with- 
out jufl compenfation. 

"ARTICLE THE NINTH. 

" In all criminal profecutions, the accufed fhall enjoy the right to 
a fpeedy and public trial, to be informed of the nature and caufe of 
the accufation, to be confronted with the witneffes againfl him, to 
have compulfory procefs for obtaining witneffes in his favor, and to 
have the afliflance of courifel for his defence.

" The trial of all crimes (except in cafes of impeachment, and in 
cafes arifing in the land or naval forces, or in the militia when in 
atlual fervice in time of war or public danger^ fhall be by an im- 
partial Jury of the vicinage, with the requifite oi^unanimity for con- 
viftion, the right of challenge, and other accuflomed requilites ; 
and no perfon fhall be held to anfwer for a capital, or otherways 
infamous crime, urilefs on a prefentment or indiftment by a Grand 
Jury ; but if a crime be committed in a place in the poffeffion of 
as eneiiiy, or in which an infurreclion may prevail, the indiftment 
and trial may by law be authorifed in fome other place within the 
faaie State. 

^'ARTICLE THE ELEVENTH. 

** No appeal to the Supreme Court of the United States, fhall be 
allowed, where the value in contrpverfy fhall not amount to one 
thoufand dollars, nor fhall any faft, triable by a Jury according to 
the courfe of the common law, be otherwife re-examinable, than 
according to the rules of common law. 

'^ ARTICLE THE TWELFTH. 

" In fuits at common law, the right of trial by Jury fhall be pre- 
ferved. 

'^ARTICLE THE THIRTEENTH. 

" Exceflfive bail fhall not be required, nor^exceffive fines irapofed, 
nor cruel and unufual punifhments inflifled. 

^ARTICLE THE FOURTEENTH. 

*' No State fhall infringe the right of trial by Jury in criminal 
cafes, nor the rights of confcience, nor the freedom of fpeech, or Qf 
the prefs. D d 
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^'ARTICLE THE FIFTEENTH. 

" The enumeration in the Conftitution of certain rights, fliall not 
be conllrued to deny or difparage others retained by the people, 

"ARTICLE THE SIXTEENTH. 

" The powers delegated by the Conftitution to the Government 
of the United States, Ihall be exercifed as therein appropriated, fo 
that the Legiflative fhall never exercife the powers veiled in the 
Executive or Judicial ; nor the Executive the powers vefted in the 
Legiflative or Judicial ; nor the Judicial the powers vefted in the 
Legiflative or Executive. 

'^ARTICLE THE SEVENTEENH. 

" The powers not delegated by the Conftitution, nor prohibited 
by it to the States, are referved to the States refpeftively ;"

A MefTage from the Houfe of Reprefentatives — 

Mr. Beckley, their Clerk, brought up the laft recited enroled 
Bills and Refolve, and informed the Senate, that the Speaker had 
^affixed his fignature thereto — 

He alfo informed the Senate, that the Houfe of Reprefentatives 
had finifhed the bufinefs of the SeHion, and were ready to adjourn 
:agreeably to the order of the two Houfes of Congrefs— 

And he withdrew. 

Whereupon the Vice Prefident affixed his fignature to the laft 
mentioned enroled Bills and Refolve, and they were delivered to 
the Committee to belaid before the Prefident ot the United States— 

The Chairman of the Committee of enrolment reported, that 
they had laid the faid Bills and Refolve before the Prefident of the 
United States for his approbation. 

A MefTage from the Prefident of the United States — 

Mr. Lear, his Secretary, informed the Senate, that the Prefident 

.of the United States had approved of, and had affixed his fignature to 

the Aft, entitled, " An Acl to allow the Baron de Glaubeck the Pay 

of a Captain in the Army of the United States," and had returned 

it to the Senate — 

And he withdrew.

The Refolve, for continuing " John White, John Wright, and 
Jolhua Dawfon, in office, until the 4th of February, 1789," were by 
the Prefident of the United States approved of, figned, and returned 
to the Houfe of Reprefentatives. 

Agreeably to the Refolve of the two Houfes of Congrefs, of the 
26th inflant, the Vice Prefident did adjourn the Senate, to the firft 
Monday in January next, " Then to meet at the City-Hall, y in 
Xew-York."

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Proposed AMEND M E N T S 163 

The Conventions of a Number of the States havings at the Time cf their 

adopting the Cori/iitution, exprejfed a Dejire, in order to prevent 

mifconjlruclion or abufe of its Powers, that further declaratory and 

reJlriBive Claufes ffiouLd be added : And as extending the, Ground of 

public Confidence in the Cover nvient, will bejl infure the beneficent 

Ends of its Injlitution —

RESOLVED, by the Senate and Houfe of Reprefentatives of 
the United States of America in Congrefs afTembled, two thirds 
of both Houfes concurring, That the following Articles bepropofed 
to the Legiflatures of the feveral States, as Amendments to the 
Conftitution of the United Statues, all or any of which Articles, when 
ratified by three fourths of the faid Legiflatures, to be valid to all 
intents and purpofes, as part of the faid Conftitution — Viz. 

Articles in addition to, and amendment of, the Conftitution of 
the United States of America, propofed by Congrefs, and ratified 
by the Legiflatures of the feveral States, purfuant to the fifth Arti- 
cle of the original Conftitution. 

ARTICLE THE FIRST. 

After the firft enumeration, required by the firft Article of the 
Conftitution, there fliall be one Reprelentative for every thirty 
thoufand, until the number ftiall amount to one hundred ; after which 
the proportion fhall be fo regulated by Congrefs, that there ftiall be 
not lefs than one hundred Reprefentatives, nor lefs than one Repre- 
fentative for every forty thouland perfons, until the number of Re- 
prefentatives fliall amount to two hundred ; after which the propor- 
tion ftiall be fo regulated by Congrefs, that there ftiall not be lefs than 
two hundred Reprefentatives, nor more than one Reprefentativc for 
eyery fifty thouland perfons. 

ARTICLE THE SECOND. 
No law, varying the compenfation for the fervices of the Sena- 
tors and Reprefentatives, fliall take effeft, until an eleftion of Re- 
prefentatives fliall have intervened. 

A R T I C L E THE T H I R D. 

Congrefs fliall make no law refpefting an eftablifliment of religion, 
or prohibiting the free exercife thereof, or abridging the freedom 
ofipeech,orof the prefs,or the right of the people peaceably to af- 
femole, and to petition the Government for a redrefs of grievances* 

ARTICLE THE FOURTH. 

A well regulated militia, being neceflary to the fecurity of a 
f;:ee State, the right of the people to keep and bear arms, fhall not 
be infringed. 

A R T I C L E THE F I F T H. 

No foldier fliall, in time of peace, be quartered in any houfe, 
without the confent of the owner, nor in time of war, but in a 
wanner to be prefcribed by law. 
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i64 TO THE C O N S T I T U T I O N. 

ARTICLE THE SIXTH. 

The right of the people to be fecure in their perfons, houfes, pa- 
pers, and efFetb, againft unreafonable fearches and feizures, (hall not 
be violated, and no warrants Ihall iflue, but upon probable caufe, 
fupported by oath or affirmation, and particularly defcribing the 
place to be fearched, and the perfons or things to pe feized. 

ARTICLE THE SEVENTH. 

No perfon fhall be held to anfwer for a capital, or otherwife in- 
famous crime, unlefs on a prefentment or inditlment of a Grand Ju- 
ry, except in cafes arifing in the land or naval forces, or in the mi- 
litia, when in aftual fervice in time of war or public danger ; nor 
Ihall any perfon be fubjeft for the fame offence to be twice put in 
jeopardy of life or limb ; nor fhall be compelled in any criminal 
cafe, to be a witnefs againft hirafelf, nor be dfeprived of life, liberty 
or property, without due procefs of law ; nor mall private property 
be taken for public ufe without juft compenfation. 

ARTICLE THE EIGHTH. 
In all criminal profecutions the accufcd fhall enjoy the right to a 
fpeedy and public trial by an impartial Jury of the State and Dif- 
trift wherein the crime mail have been committed, which Diftricl 
fhall have been previoufly afcertained by law ; and to be informed 
of the nature and caufe of the accufation, to be confronted with the 
witneffes againft him, to have compulfory procefs for obtaining wit- 
neffes in his favor, and to have the alfiftance of counfel for his defence^ 

ARTICLE THE NINTH. 

In fuits at common law, where the value in controverfy fhall ex- 

,ceed twenty dollars, the right of trial by Jury fhall be preferved, and 

no faft, tried by a Jury, fhall be otherwilb re-examined in any court 

of the United States, than according to the rules of the common law. 

ARTICLE THE TENTH. 
Exceffive bail fhall not be required, nor exceffive fines impofed, 
,nor cruel and unufual punifhments infli6led. 

ARTICLE THE ELEVENTH. 
The enumeration in the Conftitution, of certain rights, fhall not 
be conflrued to deny or difparage others retained by the people. 

ARTICLE THE TWELFTH. 
The powers not delegated to the United States by the Conftitu- 
tion, nor prohibited by it to the States, arereferved to the States ref- 
peftiv€ly,^or to the people.
